T«t many a costly oint- 
ment liat * been' prepared V tor -aor* 
wounds which has done less to heal 
than a word fitly apofam toa suffering 
heart, and many A sharp weapon has 
been leas capable of Injury than a 
stinging sentence, driven home by a 
harsh voice; 


Speech of Young People.—As a rule 


young people of today are allowed "ex- 
traordinary license of speech; they dis- 
cuss subject* of all sorts With absolute 
freedom, and have fixed and even vehe- 
ment opinions to declare in words of 
most exaggerated meaninf.PuWIc men, 
tie acts of government, the truths of 
religion, the conduct of men and wom- 
en, are condemned and violently at- 
tacked, without a restraining effort on 
the part of their parents. «j believe," 
and "I think" come as freely from 
these young judges as If th<^ bad half 
a century's experience behind them 
in which to hare weighed these impor- 
tant topics, und the faith and the 
thought are strengthened by hearing 
their own determined enunciation of 
their crude thoughts. Let it be mad* 
plain to a child that he or she has no 
more right to wound by words than by 
blows, and that they are responsible 
for what they utter regarding those 
who cannot hear or reply to their hard 
speech, that It is as cowardly to say 
anything evil of one out of sight as to 
attack one whose back is turned, and 
they wiirhave gained much towards 
living "peaceably among all men" and 
the sweetening of life about them.

"I told him," said an old Virginian to 
bis twelve-year-old son, "that It was 
impossible that he should tell a false- 
hood; a geatlesjao >?M incapable of 
speaking an untruth," The .boy had 
really deceived; and bis father knew it, 
but these words made him count him- 
self an outcast That he should have 
done something which was sfihelnoni 
that it seemed impossible in the eyes 
of the chivalrous parent who spoke to 
him left the Impression that a docen 
punishments would have failed to pro- 
duce. Deep down in his humiliated 
young heart he realised that .he bad 
forfeited his birthright, and that if he 
were to confess his father would be 
ashamed of him. The direst fear or 
the most tempting pleasure could nev- 
er wring a lie from him again. 


Words to the Discouraged.—Nowhere 


do words oftener do good than is tbe 
discouraged. A man striving unsuc- 
cessfully to find his place in the world; 
the youth without employment; the 
disappointed candidate for a place 
which his examination has proved him 
to be unable to nil; the boy whom pov-

Let no oae speak lightly o 
the value of words vatil he has te*te< 
their uplifting strength in the hours 
of great sorrow and bereavement; They 
bat say. "I love you;" nevertheless they 
attott that ac atonv*f the, most pre- 
ctoua thing on earth adheres <o' one 
bereft of what seemed their whole por 
tion ot that treasure. Let no one fear 
to aay a tender word to the most brok- 
en-hearted creature on earth; it cannot 
fall to do good. Even in the bitterer 
lot of those who cover their faces from 
abame because of the wickedness or 
folly of their nearest and dearest, this 
door ot consolation is not closed. To 
touch the cause may be impossible, bnt 
to lend the support of assurance that 
all this does not change .the attach- 
ment or respect which Is personal and 
adherent to them, is to quell a terrible 
dread and make the light ot tbe sun 
endurable. And let us take strong 
ground concerning the words and 
•peech which form the medium of In- 
tercourse in our homes, not alone in 
counsel to our children, nor by any 
means confined to their mutual rela- 
tions, but as a discipline and restraint 
to ourselves on the one hand, and an 
Incentive to endeavor on the other. Let 
us realixe what a wealth of ejoyment 
our cordial, temperate, loving'words 
contain, and make of ourselves instru- 
ments of pleasure-giving by our de- 
termined upholding of the beneficent 
use of that faculty which distinguishes 
us from the whole animal creation.

Why ChtaMM Bnpeiwr WM 
To a special correspondent of the 


Chicago Record Heir Von Brandt, who 
or many years was minister to China, 
recently gave the following explana- 
ion of what, in his opinion, canted 
the empress to displace the emperor 
and again assume the regency: 


He said: "From recent developments 


in China I fancy that the emperor 
wist have fallen completely under 
he influence of a set of honest but 
fantastic advisers, who persuaded him 
to address himself to the formidable 
—not to say Impossible-task of re- 
forming the fanatics. Their plans had 
in them the seeds of a gigantic re- 
bellion, a rebellion even more to be 
feared than the Tai Ping uprising of 
some forty years ago. which lasted 14 
years and cost the empire no end of 
money and somewhere between 20- 
000,000 and 50,000,000 lives. Iff this 
present danger of revolution, as in the 
actual revolt of Tal Ping, it was the 
widowed empress who of necessity took 
the reins inv her hands, and now, as 
then, she has called to her aid re- 
sourceful old W,Hung Chang. It was 
this most energetic woman who sup- 
pressed the Tal -Ping rebellion, and I 
she today is the brains of China. The 
dowager empress, yon may depend up- 
on it, has a well-digested plan ol cam- 
paign. It Is ner hope, as T read re- 
cent events, that the foreign powers, 
finding that their aggressions meet 
with no resistance, will fight lustily 
among themselves, and that while her 
enemies are occupied in strife China 
may gain all that she has lost The 
projected Chinese railways and steam- 
ship lines cannot fail to largely stim- 
ulate trade, especially that of Ger- 
many and England."

State Aid to Road BnUdla*. 


Minnesota has taken the initial steps 


In following the good example set by 
New York, Massachusetts and New 
Jersey in tbe matter of affording state 
aid la the building of roads. When 
the subject was first agitated It was 
found.that the constitution of Minne- 
sota forbids the levying of taxes for 
the building of wagon roads, so at the 
last session of the legislature a bill 
providing for the amendment of the 
constitution on tfls point-was passec 
and will be submitted to the voters o: 
the state at 'the next general election 
The proposed ameadKent provides for 
a state road and bridge fund and tor 
the appointment of state highway "and 
bridge commissioners whose duty it 
shall be to supervise the expending ot 
such a fund. The members of the 
commission will receive no salary and 
their work will be similar to that ol 
an auditor; that is, no moneys will 
be granted from the state fund for 
road building until the plans and spec- 
ifications-tor the work have been ap- 
proved by the commission, and none 
will be paid until the commission haa 
certified that the plans approved by it 
have been carried out The state does 
not propose to build roads, but merely 
to aid such work by paying a portion, 
not to exceed one-third, of the cost, 
the other two-thirds to be secured by 
local taxation. The building of roads 
will, of course, be under the imme- 
diate supervision of local authorities, 
the commissioners merely acting as 
agents of Uie state to see that the state 
money is wisely and properly spent. 


The amendment proposes to secure 


a road and bridge fund by appropria- 
ting the income from the present In- 
ternal Improvement fund, and also by 
levying a tax. not exceeding one-twen- 
tieth of one mill on all taxable prop- 
erty in the state. 
This internal ire 


provement fund has been accumulated 
from the sale of lands given by tha 
United States to Minnesota for state 
improvements, and the income from 
it can therefore very properly be an-

Hemp is of antique origin, for it was 


used by the Scythians at least 500 
years before the Christian era. It 
grows wild in India and many parts 
of our own land, and It was known 
to the Chinese thousands of years ago. 
The Romans were familiar with the 
use of hemp for sails and cordage. 
India and Persia Is the native" home of 
hemp, and it is cultivated in the United 
States in Kentuc&y, Illinois, Nebraska 
and Missouri. Recently California has 
become interested in its growth, and 
in that state it often readies a height 
of fifteen or twenty feet 


Raw hemp produced In Japan is sold 


In ribbons thin as paper and glossy 
as satin, the frayed ends showing 
fibers of exceeding thinness. We im- 
port $500,000 worth, of hemp1 yearly 
from, Italy and Russia. A grower 'in 
California says it costs $20_ an acre 
to produce hemp, J.OOO pounds to-the 
acre, and h» clears »60 an acre. 


Our best hemp conies from Italy, and 


wej pay 9 cents a pound for It The 
Italians take great pains,, plowing 
twice »t an-interval of fifteen days." 
After cutting,'the stalks are removed 
to a shady place and the tops inclined 
over a trestle to dry. In favorable 
sells from 1,700 to $090 pounds an
